Besides  the  twenty-seven  congregations  that  are  al 
ready  united  in  this  organization,  thirty-four  other  evan 
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gelical  congregations  more  or  less  allied  to  it,  some  of 
which  may  soon  become  connected  with  it,  have  been 
reported  to  me. 

Those  at  the  front  of  this  “  Church  of  Jesus  ”  in  Mexico 
are  earnestly  desirous  of  uniting  in  their  organization 
the  gospel  faith  in  all  its  fulness  and  purity,  and  the  order 
and  ministry  of  the  primitive  Christian  Church  in  all 
their  integrity. 

The  teaching  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  interpreted  in 
entire  harmony  with  the  Apostolic  and  Nicene  Creeds, 
and  the  pure  primitive  Catholic  faith  and  practices,  is 
the  teaching  that  this  “Church  of  Jesus”  in  Mexico 
accepts,  and  by  which  it  is  seeking  to  model  and  or¬ 
ganize  itself. 

The  influence  of  the  Christian  work  of  this  Church 
has  extended  far  and  wide  in  the  republic  of  Mexico. 
There  are  now  thousands  in  that  nation  who  “  search 
the  Scriptures.”  Among  these  thousands  there  are 
many  true  and  zealous  evangelical  Christians  who  ear¬ 
nestly  pray  and  work  for  the  progress  of  the  gospel  in 
their  native  land. 

A  boys’  school,  a  girls’  school,  a  theological  seminary, 
a  Christian  periodical,  called  “  The  Truth,”  have  been 
established  in  the  city  of  Mexico  in  connection  with 
this  “  Church  of  Jesus.” 

This  Church  has  for  years  worked  most  faithfully  to 
circulate  the  Holy  Scriptures,  far  and  wide,  in  the  re¬ 
public  of  Mexico,  with  most  blessed  results.  It  has  in  the 
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city  of  Mexico  a  commodious  and  well-situated  Bible 
and  Evangelical  Publication  Depot. 

The  agent  in  the  republic  of  Mexico  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  writing  to  me  from  Mexico  on 
the  20th  of  June,  1874,  and  speaking  of  the  persons  at 
the  front  of  this  Church  of  Jesus  in  that  land,  says  of 
them  :  “  You  cannot  have  a  more  faithful  band  of  men." 

The  same  agent  also  asserts  that  a  more  faithful  and 
honest  Christian  cannot  be  found  than  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Church  of  Jesus  in  Mexico. 

The  facts  connected  with  the  work  and  history  of  this 
branch  of  the  Church  in  Mexico,  conclusively  prove  it  to 
be  the  work  of  our  Saviour,  who  has  said,  “  I  will  build 
my  Church  and  because  it  is  His  work  it  asks  for  the 
Christian  affection  and  interest  of  all  who  love  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity  and  in  truth. 

This  Church  of  Jesus  in  Mexico,  in  seeking  to  follow 
the  model  of  the  primitive  Church,  has  naturally  drawn 
very  near  to  the  Church  of  England  and  to  the  Protest¬ 
ant  Episcopal  Church. 

From  personal  observation,  I  can  state  that  this  “  Old 
Catholic  ’’  movement  in  Mexico  deserves  earnest  atten¬ 
tion.  It  is  rapidly  developing  into  a  very  influential  organi¬ 
zation.  Congregations  connected  with  it  have  for  years 
regularly  met  in  the  church  of  San  Jose  de  Gracia,  and 
in  the  chapel  of  St.  Francis  in  the  city  of  Mexico.  The 
great  church  of  St.  Francis  in  that  capital — a  building 
two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  with  a  most  beauti¬ 
ful  and  noble  interior — is  expected  to  be  opened  as  the 
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metropolitan  cathedral  of  the  Church  of  Jesus,  in  Mexico, 
m  the  course  of  the  next  few  months.  A  former  Roman 
Catholic  presbyter,  named  Jos 6  M.  Gonzalez,  a  man  of 
great  power  and  learning,  who  has  joined  this  “Old 
Catholic”  movement,  now  preaches  to  large  congrega¬ 
tions,  and  is  exerting  a  great  influence  in  Mexico.  Many 
among  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy  are  watching  this 
Church  of  Jesus  with  deepest  interest  and  sympathy. 

1  he  laws  of  Mexico  offer  entire  liberty  of  worship.  The 
fact  that  the  line  old  church  of  San  Jose  de  Gracia,  in  the 
City  of  Mexico,  was  bought  directly  from  the  Mexican 
Government  for  this  “  Old  Catholic  ”  movement,  as  well 
as  many  other  facts,  some  of  which  I  cannot  yet  publish, 
show  what  sympathy  it  already  has.

To  sustain,  develop,  and  firmly  establish  an  infant 
church  like  this  Church  of  Jesus,  in  a  land  like  Mexico, 
where  for  more  than  three  hundred  years  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  fortified  herself  until  she  thought  her 
position  to  be  impregnable,  we  pressingly  need  the 
sympathy  and  generous  aid  of  Christians  in  the  United 
States. 

To  enable  this  Church  to  maintain  the  present  effi¬ 
ciency  of  its  Christian  work,  and  also  to  gradually  extend 
its  influence  into  other  parts  of  the  vast  Spanish-Amer- 
ican  and  Spanish  fields,  its  Synod— that  has  appointed 
me  their  representative  in  this  country — asks  for  such 
contributions  from  Christians  in  this  Republic  as  they, 
from  love  to  Jesus,  may  be  willing  to  give  to  His  cause 
in  Mexico.

The  Rev.  Thomas  Duncan  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary, 
pro  tem. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
read  by  Rev.  ffm,  A.  Newbold,  Financial  Secretary,  and  that 
of  the  Treasurer  hy  Rev.  Dr,  Dyer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  on 
motion,  the  reports  were  approved,  and  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  publication. 

The  chair,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gray,  appointed  Mr.  Wood¬ 
ward,  of  Maryland,  Dr.  Jaggar,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Rev.  Mr.

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  clergy  that  one  or  more  such  meet¬ 
ings,  in  the  interests  of  our  Evangelical  Societies,  be  arranged  in  every 
Diocese  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretaries  of  said  Societies  be  requested  to  appoint 
and  bold  such  meetings  as  far  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  circular, 
calling  attention  to  this  matter,  and  urging  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
of  our  friends.

LEGACIES. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stratton,  of  Philadelphia,  deceased,  made  a 
bequest  to  the  Society  of  securities  valued  at  $6,300.02;  which, 
by  the  terms  of  her  will,  are  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
devoted  to  the  support  of  truly  Evangelical  Ministers,  sent  out 
by  said  Society,  etc. 

Estate  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Ann  Dean,  for  Mexico,  $500  in  Cash. 
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SECURITIES. 

On  its  own  account,  the  Society  holds  bonds  for  $11,000, 
the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Bucknell,  as  a  permanent  fund, 
the  interest  of  which  is  available. 

Also,  one  bond  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  legacy  of  Mrs. 
Martha  H.  McKnight,  for  $1,000;  interest  and  principal  avail¬ 
able. 

Also,  the  bonds,  etc.,  named  above  as  the  legacy  of  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  H.  Stratton. 

It  also  holds  in  trust  for  the  Ely  Professorship  of  Griswold 
College  a  bond  for  $20,000. 

And  for  the  Anthon  Professorship  of  Griswold  College, 
U.  S.  bonds  for  $10,000. 

Also,  the  deeds  of  Ascension  Church  at  Rhinecliff,  N.  T. 

And  a  Promissory  Note  for  $400,  payable  at  pleasure  of 
drawer,  and  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum. 

CHILDREN’S  SOCIETY. 

A  new  feature  has  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  Children’s 
Society  in  the  organization  of  the  Mexican  Band,  by  which  the 
children  are  enabled  to  aid  our  Mexican  Missions  as  well  as 
those  in  the  home  field. 

Six  Anniversary  Meetings  have  been  held  in  our  principal 
cities.  The  meeting  in  the  Academy  of  Music,  Philadelphia, 
was  unusually  successful,  and  that  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  the  first 
ever  held  there.  Many  Sunday-schools  in  more  distant  places 
have  also  united  in  this  orgaziization,  several  being  newly  en¬ 
listed  this  year. 

GENERAL  MISSIONARY  MEETINGS. 

An  extended  line  of  general  missionary  meetings  was  arranged 
during  several  months,  in  which  oiir  Secretary  was  efficiently 
aided  by  Rev.  Dr.  Riley,  and  occasionally  by  other  clergymen. 
It  partially  included  the  dioceses  of  Massachusetts,  Albany, 
New  York,  Central  New  York.  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  and  New  Jersey,  and  was  specially  in¬ 
tended  to  make  our  Mexican  Mission  known  to  contributing 
parishes.  Many  new  churches  were  visited,  and  deep  interest 
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was  manifested.  The  financial  panic  occurring  at  the  beginning 
of  the  effort,  materially  lessened  the  present  returns;  but  a  firm 
foundation  seems  to  have  been  laid  for  future  cooperation  in 
both  our  Mexican  and  Home  Missions. 

SUPPLIES  TO  OUR  MISSIONARIES. 

It  is  very  gratifying,  in  making  up  our  report  for  the  year 
of  this  most  useful  work,  to  see  that  a  larger  amount  of  cloth¬ 
ing  and  stores  have  been  sent  to  our  missionaries  than  ever  be¬ 
fore,  and  as  it  has  been  to  them  a  year  of  limited  receipts  from 
their  parishes,  and  often  of  disappointment,  they  have  been 
doubly  valuable.  The  ladies  who  have  been  engaged  in  this 
labor  of  love  will  rejoice  to  know  how  much  good  has  been 
done.  One  word  of  important  caution  is,  however,  needed.  A 
vital  matter  for  the  missionaries  is  the  payment  of  their  stipend 
by  the  Society,  and  that  this  may  be  done  promptly,  as  hereto: 
fore,  a  cash  collection  from  each  parish  is  essential.  In  some 
few  cases,  the  offerings  for  the  box  of  clothing  have  intrenched 
on  this  collection,  and  in  some  have  entirely  supplanted  it. 
Such  a  course  would  be  most  disastrous  to  our  missionaries, 
leaving  them  without  money  for  imperative  needs,  as  house 
rent,  food,  etc.,  for  which  they  largely  and  confidently  rest 
upon  our  appropriation.  We  are  sure  our  friends  only  need 
to  appreciate  this  to  secure  for  our  treasury  a  cash  contrsbution 
from  each  individual,  that  every  missionary  may  still  trust  im¬ 
plicitly  in  the  promise  of  the  Society.

“  I  have  received  a  box  of  clothing,  etc.,  which  I  have  acknowledged 
with  our  sincere  thanks.  We  appreciate,  not  only  the  kind  and  liberal  aid, 
but  the  abundant  and  appropriate  supply  of  articles  which  my  present 
circumstances  would  not  have  allowed  me  to  purchase,  and  I  would  expres 
my  obligations  to  the  Society,  through  which  I  am  enabled  to  sustain  my 
ministry  here.” 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Four  thousand  copies  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
were  published  and  widely  distributed. 

The  Register  has  been  reflecting  as  fully  as  possible  the  ex¬ 
act  condition  of  our  missionary  field,  by  full  accounts  from  each 
part  in  the  words  of  our  Missionaries.  Between  six  and  seven 
thousand  have  been  published  monthly.  A  wider  circulation 
would  enlarge  its  usefulness,  and  we  hope,  by  the  increasing  in¬ 
terest  of  accounts  from  Mexico,  to  secure  this. 

The  Echo  and  Standard  Bearer  is  more  than  ever  a  mis¬ 
sionary  paper  for  the  children,  and  maintains  its  circulation  of 
thirty  thousand.  It  is  now  printed  by  the  publisher  of  the 
Evangelical  Knowledge  Society,  Mr.  T.  Whittaker,  and  is  not 
a  tax  on  our  treasury. 

Many  circulars  and  leaflets  have  been  issued  both  for  our 
Home  Missions  and  for  Mexico. 

CITY  COMMITTEE 

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  still  been  connected  with  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Stanton  Street,  New  York  City. 
There  has  been  added  to  its  force  a  Missionary,  among  the  Ger¬ 
mans,  who  holds  one  service  on  Sunday,  in  their  own  language. 
The  funds  for  this  mission  have  been  specially  contributed. 


Utission  Jf i c l ir s  . 

The  division  of  our  work,  established  last  year,  into  two 
departments,  the  Home  and  Foreign  fields,  is  still  maintained. 

DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

Fifty-nine  Missionaries,  nearly  the  same  number  as  last 
year,  have  been  commissioned.  Five  have  resigned,  the  com- 
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mission  of  one  expired  by  limitation,  and  one  was  discontinued, 
leaving  the  present  number  in  this  field  fifty-two,  which  is  ten 
more  than  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year.

ABSTRACT  OF  MISSIONARIES’  REPORTS. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Missionaries,  and  largely  in  their 
words,  we  present  the  condition  of  the  Home  Field,  and  our 
efforts  therein. 

ALBANY 

In  a  population  more  than  half  Romanists,  at  Port  Henry, 
on  Lake  Champlain,  our  Missionary  says  : 

“  A  good  work  has  been  done  here,  and  there  is  a  decided  increase  of 
interest.” 

The  church,  built  under  his  care,  is  sometimes  crowded. 

DACOTAH . 

Our  Missionary  on  the  N.  P.  R.  R,  who  resides  in  Minnesota, 
also  visits  this  field.  In  a  recent  letter,  he  writes : 

“  I  have  just  reached  home  from  a  tour  to  the  extreme  frontier.  The 
interest  of  my  work  never  was  greater.  The  gospel  is  more  gladly 
received,  and  by  greater  numbers.  No  services  are  more  heartily 
welcomed  than  those  of  our  church.  There  is  an  earnest  call  for  all  the 
labor  I  cm  render  among  the  poor  people  in  the  valley  of  the  James  River, 
and  the  same  is  true  of  the  Red  River,  at  Bismarck,  and  elsewhere.  We 
have  a  neat  church  building  now  at  Fargo  nearly  completed.  On  one 
Sunday  I  had  an  appointment  at  Bismarck,  on  the  Missouri,  and  on  the 
Sunday  following,  more  than  500  miles  from  there,  at  Rush  City.  I  might 
have  been  at  any  one  of  twenty  other  places  at  either  of  those  dates,  but 
made  my  choice  between  calls,  after  judging  of  their  comparative  urgency 
and  importance.” 

DELAWARE. 

Two  points  in  this  diocese  are  worthy  of  notice.  At  Newark 
the  Sunday-school  is  most  flourishing,  the  Bible-class  doubled, 
and  a  missionary  spirit  awakened.  Georgetown  is  now  a  centre 
of  influence,  having  several  missions  connected  with  it. 
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IOWA. 

Five  Missionaries  have  been  laboring  here.  Rev.  Mr.  Kemp 
acted  for  a  time  as  general  missionary,  traveling  3,700  miles,  and 
officiating  in  Hardin,  Mills,  Montgomery,  Lucas,  Monroe,  and 
Franklin  counties,  beside  giving  services  to  several  vacant 
parishes,  and  visiting  many  other  points.  He  organized  three 
mission  stations  in  four  months,  and  thinks  that  with  four  zealous 
itinerant  Missionaries,  in  as  many  years,  fifty  good  parishes 
could  be  established.  At  Independence,  where  he  is  now  located, 
an  extensive  conflagration  destroyed  much  of  the  town,  and  has 
impoverished  the  congregation. 

At  Decorah  the  people  are  about  to  erect  a  church  building. 

At  Brooklyn,  Marengo,  Hickory,  and  Nashua  fair  progress 
is  reported. 

The  recent  death  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  will  be  deeply 
felt  in  its  mission  work. 

KANSAS. 

Kansas  has  been  greatly  injured  by  the  locusts,  and  Bishop 
Vail,  in  his  annual  report  earnestly  asks  for  more  aid. 

We  have  sustained  five  Missionaries  through  the  year,  and 
have  just  appointed  another  as  R.  R.  Missionary  on  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Road.  This  plan,  so  successful  in  Minnesota,  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  do  well  here. 

One  Missionary  resigned  on  account  of  ill-health,  and  his 
place  has  not  been  filled. 

In  two  of  our  missions  new  churches  have  been  consecrated. 

The  future  looks  dark,  as  the  financial  panic,  the  drought, 
and  the  locusts  have  produced  widespread  poverty.  The  Bishop 
says:  “We  are  prostrated.”  One  Missionary  writes:  “Two- 
thirds  of  our  communicants  are  in  doubt  how  to  get  bread  the 
coming  year.”  And  then  adds:  “  I  hope  to  be  able  to  remain 
and  bear  the  trial  with  them.”  From  another  point  a  brighter 
view  is  thus  given:  “Our  Sunday-school  has  been  much  pros¬ 
pered.  We  think  it  right  to  congratulate  our  young  parish  upon 
the  result  thus  far,  in  these  troublous  times,  of  our  united  efforts. 
We  have  cause  for  gratitude  to  God.  We  have  made  progress. 
Our  free  chapel  has  paid  its  way.  We  a,re  out  of  debt.  We  are 
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united,  ready  to  pray  together,  and  strive  together  for  our 
common  work. 

That  our  aid  has  been  and  will  he  required,  these  words 
from  another  Missionary  abundantly  show :  “  In  leaving  this 
field  of  labor  for  another  in  the  diocese,  I  have  to  thank  your 
society  for  long-continued,  prompt  and  liberal  assistance,  both 
directly  and  indirectly,  without  which  our  work  could  not  have 
been  accomplished.” 

KENTUCKY. 

There  are  several  points  of  great  promise. 

At  Pewee  Valley  a  new  appointment  has  been  made. 
There  is  here  a  beautiful  stone  church,  free  from  debt,  and  in 
time  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  parishes  in  the  dio¬ 
ceses  out  of  the  cities.  At  present,  owing  to  removals,  they 
need  aid.  • 

When  our  Missionary  at  Hopkinsville  took  charge,  a  year 
since,  the  church  had  been  closed  for  eighteen  months.  Some 
earnest  Christians  were  still  at  work,  and  now  there  are  sub¬ 
stantial  signs  of  improvement,  many  coming  twelve  and  fifteen 
miles  to  church. 

At  Union  City,  a  lot  large  enough  for  a  church  and  rectory 
has  been  donated.  Vine  missionaries  have  labored  in  this  dio¬ 
cese  during  the  year. 

MARYLAND. 

At  Mount  Washington,  the  only  point  we  occupy  in  Mary¬ 
land,  the  Missionary  is  much  encouraged,  and  the  church  will 
soon  be  self-suppoi’ting.  Beginning  with  a  dozen  attendants, 
the  congregations  now  number  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
another  Mission  has  been  opened. 

MINNESOTA. 

Rev.  H.  C.  H.  Dudley,  as  general  Missionary  on  the  N.  P. 
R.  R. ,  has  held  the  outposts  in  this  wide  region.  He  says: 

“  The  work  of  this  Mission  is  sufficient  to  occupy  all  my  time  and 
strength,  is  deeply  interesting  from  the  variety  of  its  requirements  and 
opportunities,  and  is  being  rewarded  by  demonstrations  of  religious  interest, 
and,  as  you  will  see  by  my  tabular  report,  by  some  accessions  to  the 
communion  of  the  visible  Church. 
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“  Since  leaving  our  home  in  Ohio  last  spring  I  have  traveled  eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  (8,721)  miles ,  have  tried  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  the  defense  and  propagation  of  gospel  truth  by  conversations, 
and  by  the  distribution  of  religious  books  and  papers  while  traveling,  and 
have  held  public  services  and  preached  at  most  of  the  villages  and  hamlets 
where  a  congregation  could  be  gathered  between  Lake  Superior  and  the 
Missouri  River  in  Dacotali  Territory.  My  work  is  too  widely  extended  to 
admit  of  very  regular  or  frequent  services  in  any  one  place;  yet  I  judge  it 
to  be  more  useful,  under  the  present  condition  of  things,  to  travel  occasion¬ 
ally  over  the  whole  field,  bestowing  my  services  where  they  appear  to  be 
the  most  needed. 

“  The  greatest  danger  to  this  country  is  that  people  will  forget  God- 
And  yet,  I  have  never  labored  as  a  missionary  with  more  satisfaction  in 
any  place  than  here,  and  the  interest  of  my  work  is  increasing.  I  find 
frequent  long  journeys  no  waste  of  time,  but  generally  fruitful  in  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  some  needful  gospel  word  or  work. 

“  The  agent  of  the  Superior  and  Puget  Sound  Land  Company  kindly 
informed  us  that  we  were  at  libe^y  to  select  four  lots  for  a  church  in 
Moorehead,  and,  at  tlie  request  of  Bishop  Whipple,  I  have  attended  to  that 
pleasant  duty.  I  was  at  once  assured  that  we  need  only  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $500  outside  of  the  town  in  order  to  insure  the  erection  of  a  decent 
church  there. 

“  There  is  a  remarkable  change  for  the  better  in  the  social  and  moral 
aspect  of  this  country. 

“  Grateful  acknowledgments  from  me  and  from  the  people  who  gladly 
accept  any  message  are  all  I  can  return,  and  until  the  people  can  get  at 
least  one  good  crop  (this  year  prevented  by  drought  and  grasshoppers)  the 
mission  must  still  be  carried  by  you  or  die.” 

NEBRASKA. 

In  Beatrice  good  work  has  been  done.  At  the  first  service, 
in  1869,  held  by  Bishop  Clarkson,  only  two  communicants  were 
present.  Our  Missionary  has  labored  a  year  and  a  half,  and 
they  have  now  an  active  parish,  and  a  beautiful  church  nearly 
finished.  Two  confirmations  have  been  held  and  two  other  mis¬ 
sion  stations  opened. 

St.  Augustine’s  Mission  to  the  Freedmen,  in  Nebraska 
City,  is  still  doing  well. 


NEVADA. 

Letters  from  Bishop  Whitaker  and  our  Missionaries  repre¬ 
sent  both  Nevada  and  Arizona  as  open  to  the  gospel  and  need¬ 
ing  it  sadly. 
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At  Carson  the  church  has  been  enlarged  and  improved. 

“The  work  in  Reno  has  been  progressing  surely,”  says  the 
Missionary.  Though  they  have  no  church,  they  have  built  and 
paid  for  a  parsonage,  and  purchased  a  lot  for  the  church. 

In  our  first  Mission,  now  Bishop  Whitaker's  church  at 
Virginia  City,  a  large  number  were  recently  confirmed. 

Our  former  mission  at  Pioche  has  been  resumed,  and  is  now 
the  only  Protestant  church  there.  The  Missionary,  while  on  a 
journey,  was  attacked  by  robbers,  but  escaped  injury. 

Bishop  Whitaker  describes  many  fertile  valleys  in  Arizona, 
soon  to  be  filled  with  a  large  population,  and  already  partly 
occupied. 


O  H I O  . 

On  the  Ohio  River,  at  Bellair,  the  only  Missionary  we  have 
in  Ohio  fills  two  stations,  and  occasionally  preaches  in  two 
others  opposite,  in  West  Virginia. 


SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

In  this  needy  diocese  four  Missionaries  have  labored.  A 
dilapidated  church  in  Charleston  has  been  revived  and  refitted, 
the  Sunday-school  building  repaired,  and  a  cabinet  organ  bought 
for  the  large  Sunday-school.  The  Missionary  adds: 

“Had  it  not  been  for  the  liberal  appropriation  of  the  Society,  the  work 
would  have  long  since  ceased.” 

At  Ridge  Spring  a  church  has  been  erected. 

Bishop  Howe’s  recent  visit  to  Ridge  Spring  and  Edgefield 
was  the  occasion  of  impressive  and  profitable  services. 

The  Missionary  at  Edgefield  says: 

“  I  feel  encouraged,  and  our  people  are  more  than  ever  grateful  to  the 
Society  for  its  aid.” 


TENNESSEE. 

Rev.  E.  Meade,  at  Knoxville,  writes  that  the  mission  is 
doing  so  well  that  his  stipend  can  be  reduced  next  year.

U  T  A  H  . 

The  work  in  Salt  Lake  City  chiefly  consists  in  five  schools, 
numbering  over  six  hundred  scholars,  four-fifths  of  whom  were 
born  in  Mormonism.  Seven  of  the  pupil-teachers,  of  similar 
extraction,  have  been  confirmed. 

VIRGINIA. 

Virginia  still  distributes  our  aid  to  fifteen  missionaries. 

An  entirely  new  field,  and  one  most  successful,  is  at 
Blacksburg,  on  the  summit  of  the  Alleghanies. 

Only  one  year  since,  the  Missionary  went  from  the  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  at  Alexandria  to  this  unbroken  ground.  Now  he 
reports  that  he  has  labored  at  Blacksburg  and  in  Pulaski  and 
Giles  counties;  that  twenty-one  are  confirmed,  or  awaiting  con¬ 
firmation  ;  that  enough  money  has  been  secured  to  build  a  Church, 
only  lacking  $400  ;  and  that  it  will  be  begun  in  the  spring. 

Many  points  in  Virginia  continue  to  struggle  with  poverty, 
but  in  others  much  activity  is  manifested. 

At  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  a  Missionary  writes: 

“  Two  years  ago  a  luxuriant  growth  of  corn  covered  a  great  part  of 
this  beautiful  plain  by  the  river,  with  here  and  there  a  farm-house.  To¬ 
day  we  have  a  town  of  three  thousand  population,  rapidly  growing  in  im¬ 
portance.” 

Another  writes: 

“  Six  years  ago  this  old  church,  St.  Peter’s,  New  Kent  County,  was  the 
picture  of  desolation,  broken  and  solitary  ;  now  it  is  beautifully  repaired 
and  furnished,  and  all  paid  for.  But  we  would  not  forget  that  these  are 
only  means  to  a  higher  end.  We  long  to  see  the  ‘  living  stones,’  fitted  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  coming  into  place,  and  rising  up  ‘  a  holy  temple  unto  the 
Lord.’  For  this  we  would  especially  labor  and  pray.” 

Through  the  past  year  of  financial  dejtression  and  of  general 
anxiety  in  our  church,  we  have  thus  been  enabled  to  sustain  our 
Missionaries,  and,  in  not  a  few  instances,  to  extend  their  work. 
This  has  not  been  accomplished  without  more  than  usual  exer¬ 
tion,  and  has  drafted  heavily  on  our  resources. 

We  would  earnestly  recommend  to  the  friends  of  Home 
Missions  systematic  contributions  through  some  definite  plan, 
and  we  appeal  to  every  rector  of  a  parish  for  one  untrameled 
collection  each  year  for  Domestic  Missions  and  another  for 
Mexico.

Mexico  has  been  our  only  foreign  field.  The  work  con¬ 
tinues  in  the  same  general  form  as  last  year;  viz. : 

1st. — The  support  of  the  mission-work  connected  with  the  church  and 
chapel  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  city  of  Mexico. 

2d. — A  similar  work  in  another  part  of  the  city,  connected  with  the 
Church  of  San  Jose  de  Gracia. 

3d. — Extending  such  aid  as  may  be  possible  to  many  mission  stations  at 
different  distances  from  the  city. 

For  these  several  objects,  including  the  support  of  mis¬ 
sionaries,  schools,  churches,  a  Protestant  paper,  etc.,  etc.,  our 
appropriations  have  been  $10,000  in  gold,  or  nearly  $1,000  in 
curi’ency  per  month. 

The  facts  of  this  mission  are  best  given  in  the  report  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Riley,  our  Missionary,  herewith.

Besides  the  twenty  seven  congregations  that  are  united 
in  the  organization,  entitled  “Church  of  Jesus”  in  Mexico, 
thirty-four  other  Evangelical  congregations,  more  or  less  allied 
to  that  organization,  many  of  which  may  eventually  become 
part  of  it,  have  been  reported  to  me. 

The  influence  of  the  Christian  work  of  this  church  has 
extended  far  and  wide  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico.  There  are 
now  thousands  in  that  nation  who  read  the  Bible.  Among 
these  thousands,  there  are  many  true  and  zealous  Evangelical 
Christians,  who  earnestly  pray  and  work  for  the  progress  of  the 
pure  gospel  in  their  native  land. 

In  connection  with  the  organization  entitled  “  Church  or 
Jesus  ”  in  Mexico,  there  are  ten  Missionaries,  who  receive  their 
regular  salary,  and  many  earnest  Christian  laborers  actively 
working  without  salary. 


FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


A  theological  seminary,  a  boys’  school,  a  girls’  school,  and 
a  Christian  periodical  called  “  The  Truth,”  have  been  established 
in  the  city  of  Mexico  in  connection  with  this  church. 

It  has  also,  for  several  years,  had  a  commodious  and  well- 
situated  Bible  and  Evangelical  publication-depot  in  the  princi¬ 
pal  street  in  that  capital,  and  a  fine  printing-press  at  its 
command;  the  latter,  by  recent  kind  contributions,  has  been 
secured  for  its  permanent  use. 

Bibles  and  Evangelical  publications  have  found  their  way 
from  the  Bible  depot  in  Mexico  to  multitudes  of  homes,  with 
most  blessed  results. 

The  agent  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  writing  to  me  on  the  20th  of  June,  1874, 
and  speaking  of  the  persons  at  the  front  of  this  “Church  of 
Jesus  ”  in  that  land,  says  of  them:  “  Ton  cannot  have  a  more 
faithful  band  of  men.”  The  same  agent  also  asserts  that  a 
more  faithful  and  honest  Christian  cannot  be  found  than  the 
treasurer  of  this  “Church  of  Jesus.”  * 

To  educate,  develop,  sustain,  and  firmly  establish  an  infant 
church  like  this  “Church  of  Jesus”  in  a  land  like  Mexico, 
where,  for  more  than  three  hundred  years,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  fortified  herself  until  she  thought  her  position  to  be 
impregnable,  the  sympathy  and  generous  aid  of  Christians  in 
the  United  States  are  most  pressingly  needed.  I  earnestly  ap¬ 
peal  to  them  for  contributions,  to  be  sent  to  this  Society,  desig¬ 
nated  “  For  Mexico ,”  to  enable  us  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this 
Christian  work.  To  enable  us  to  maintain  its  present  efficiency, 
and  also  to  gradually  extend  its  influence  into  other  parts  of 
the  vast  Spanish-American  and  Spanish  fields,  we  pressingly 
need  generous  contributions.  May  they  be  given  from  love  to 
Jesus  !

CHARTER  OE  THE  SOCIETY 


The  following  is  the  act  of  incorporation  granted  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  the  State  of  New- York  : 

Chapter  189. 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  American  Church  Missionary 
Society. 

Passed  April  13,  1861. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  All  such  persons  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be¬ 
come  members,  life-members,  or  patrons  of  the  American  Church 
Missionary  Society,  formed  in  the  city  of  New-York,  on  the  ninth 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
American  Church  Missionary  Society,  for  the  purpose  and  object 
of  extending  and  promoting  the  Christian  religion  in  this  State, 
within  the  United  States,  and  in  foreign  countries,  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  her  Articles,  Liturgy,  and  Homilies,  by 
means  of  missions  and  mission-schools,  and  of  the  services  of 
ministers,  missionaries,  teachers,  colporteurs,  and  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  poivers  and  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  in  force  and  applicable  ;  and  it  shall  be  capable  and  authorized 
to  take,  receive,  purchase,  and  hold  any  lands,  real  estate,  or 
other  property,  by  purchase,  will,  testament,  devise,  gift,  grant, 
demise,  or  otherwise,  and  to  convey  and  demise  the  same,  subject 
to  an  act  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  in 
relation  to  wills,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  said  purpose  and  ob- 


ject  of  said  corporation  ;  but  its  annual  income  from  veal  estate  at 
one  time  held  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  constitution  of  said  society  now  existing  shall  be 
the  constitution  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  force, 
subject  to  being  changed  as  therein  provided  ;  and  all  persons 
now  holding  office  in  said  society  shall  be  in  like  offices  of  said 
corporation,  and  with  like  functions,  until  the  next  annual  meet¬ 
ing  provided  for  by  said  constitution. 

Sec.  4.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted, 
and  its  affairs  and  property  shall  be  managed  by  an  Executive 
Committee,  to  be  constituted  and  chosen  as  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  said  corporation  shall  prescribe  ;  and  the  present  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  of  said  society  shall  be  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  said  corporation  until  the  first  annual  meeting  aforesaid, 
with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  all  other 
powers  conferred  upon  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  society 
by  said  constitution. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  annual  meeting  shall  fail  to  be  held  as  re¬ 
quired  by  said  constitution,  or  shall  fail  to  make  the  necessary 
elections  of  officers  and  Executive  Committee,  the  said  Executive 
Committee  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  society,  which  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  authority  of  an  annual  meeting  ;  and  in  all  cases 
every  officer  of  said  corporation  and  every  member  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  shall  continue  in  his  respective  office  and  place, 
notwithstanding  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was 
chosen,  until  such  office  or  place  be  filled  by  his  successor. 

Sec.  6.  The  number  and  class  of  persons  to  constitute  a  quo¬ 
rum  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  all  purposes  and  business, 
shall  be  such  as  the  by-laws  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  place  immediately.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  This  association  shall  be  called  The  American 
Church  Missionary  Society. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  extend  and 
build  up  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  her  Articles,  Liturgy,  and  Homilies. 

Article  HI.  Any  person  approving  of  the  object  of  this  society 
may  become  a  member  of  the  same,  by  the  annual  contribution 
of  three  dollars  ;  a  life-member,  by  the  contribution  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars ;  and  a  patron,  by  the  contribution  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  with  all  the  privileges  of  a  life-member. 

Article  IV.  This  society  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
elect  a  president,  who  shall  be  a  layman,  six  vice-presidents,  a 
secretary,  treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of 
ten  clergymen  and  ten  laymen,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  resi¬ 
dent  in  the  city,  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  city,  in  which 
the  Executive  Committee  is  located.  Special  meetings  of  the 
society  shall  be  called  by  the  president,  at  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  society,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings.  They  shall  frame  a  code  of  by-laws,  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  among  the  officers  of  the  society  bettveen  the  annual 
meetings,  and  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  give  efficiency  to 
the  work  assigned  to  them. 

Article  VI.  This  constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  society,  and  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
the  members  present.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.
